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DETAILED ACTION 
Election 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single species of each of the following: 

First Election Requirement of Two 

Applicant is required to elect a single species of hydrophobic surfactant (see 
claims 7-8) 

Second Election Requirement of Two 

Applicant is required to elect a single species of water-soluble polymer (see 
claims 13-14). 

Applicant is required under to elect a single disclosed species for each of the 
above for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic 
claim is finally held to be allowable. 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 
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Each disclosed species of liydrophobic surfactants and each disclosed species 
of water-soluble polymers vary widely in structure and chemical behavior from the next. 
For example, silicone and sorbitan fatty acid esters have widely different molecular 
structures and very different applications. Silicone can be used, for example, as 
hydraulic fluids in electrical insulators and moisture proofing agents in fabrics (see 
http://www.eimhurst.edu/~chm/vchembook/404silicone.html. accessed 9/29/2009). 
Sorbitan fatty acid esters are used, for example, as fiber lubricants, and as defoaming 
and antistatic agents (see http://www.labkorea.com/products/chemical/ohsunq.html . 
accessed 9/29/2009). The skilled practitioner would not accept that such compounds 
share a common technical feature. Since Applicant's invention does not contribute a 
common technical feature, it fails to contribute a special technical feature. Accordingly, 
the claimed invention lacks unity of invention. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not 
distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election shall be treated as an election without traverse. 
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Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not 
patentably distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of 
record showing the inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the 
record that this is the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions 
unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection 
under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) of the other invention.
